purclm.sr, but they too failed. 
A tarjje mili- 


tary force was then .sent against this chief, 
but he. having been notitfetl iu time, packed 
the tiily on the baek of a dromedary ami 
Hed with his tribe to the desert, cherts he 
remained 
until thoroughly ussured that 


Ibrahim Paclm lm«l given up tbe pursuit. 
On a previous occasion n Bedouin sheik 
ulh-red to the great Mohammed Ali a horse 
of the Koehlani .-train, for which he a.-ked a 
fabulous sum.

The impression* they confirm are, tir>t, that 
faille will be preferred to velvet tor carriage 
und dinner drenses. Secondly, that various 
bronze shades, grayish bine, reseda and
